QITESTION: The Party ha*? announced that 
lïuey P. Newton WÏU return to this country 
soon. CouUl you describe the conditions whieh 
forced him to löflve ihree years ago? 

ELAINE: Yes. We cxpect that Huey wUl be 
returning shortiy. Approximaiely three years 
ago. there were a number of legaJ cases that 
eiil minu led in the same poriüd in or arnund 
August, 197-1. There ware originally two 
charges and ihen a tlnrd, a rmirder charge, 
whlch was tntallv trumped up. U has taken a 
long time to uncover the conspiracy that ali of 
this imolvcs. Those three cases, udded to the 
fact that the re was a '“contract" out on Hiiey’s 
lift*, as the leadet of the Party, by somo 
so-called '“busiinesüineti" who wcre conduct- 
mg iUogfll nctivities, mennt that Huey F. 
Newton was a certnin subject of nssasairjaiion 
hy a vöriety of reuctionury forcea. This coused 
us to makt* the decisiun that it was best that he 
not be tivaüabl© for a poriod of time. bocause 
we think that it s necesaary to profeet the 
leaders hip of the people's movemenu Particu* 
ïariy. frs the 8PP we feit it was neccssary to 
proleet our own leader.

The foliotving statement, ex- 
cerpted from "The Dra ft Call of 
the July 4th Coalition to a 
National Conference To Build A 
People's Alliance, ’ provides cfor- 
ity for this new poli heul move- 
rnent. 

On July -Uh of lust year, 60,000 
people portkipated in demonstra- 
Libns in Philaddphm, San Frart- 
cisco, Los Angeles, Reotlk* and 
San Antonïo. Our message was 
Lhni the U S, govemment s Bi- 
centennlaL “celebration h ’ was a 
modcery nf the roal histoiy of this 
country and lts people — and ÜuU 
w r haLever is decent aboul this 
country has been won through the 
long and difficult struggles of the 
people who have lived and 
labored here. 

H was our way of saying that the 
spirit of thoao historie battles — 
from the firsi American revolu- 
lioh totheLlttle Big Horn and the 
Streets of Solma, Alabama; from 
the eariiesl days of the labor 
movement and women's suffrage 
Ut the movement against the war 
in Indochina — that Spirit was 
alivu and well and slill a source of 
inspiration for our Vision of a 
society bflsed Oh justice and the 
fulfUlment of human needs. 

We believed then that the July 
Jth demonslrations cotlld be a 
first siep toward a new level of 
unity fnr the millinns of people in 
this country who recognize the 
need fnr rüdicai charges in our 
society but who do not yet feel 
pari üf a movement capable of 
bringïng obouL such changes.

CHIAP LABOR 

Work For Food 
Stamps Bill 
Passes 

(Washington, D.Cd - Unem- 
ploycd food stamp recipients will 
be forced to work at nonpaying 
jobs o? face starvEJtion undor the 
provisioRs of a bill passed last 
weck by tbc House Agricultural 
Commiltee. 

Wïth a double-digit Black 
unemploymeat ra te sjiiraling up- 
wards with no end m sight, the 
proposal — contained in a bill 
extending food stamp legislation, 
whïch expires September 30 — 
will have a particularly dev- 
astatïng effect. 

In its present ferm the bill 
would alsci allow the private 
sector to dood the job market with 
chcap labor in the person of 
unemplnyed Black and poor food 
stamp recipienls who would be 
forced tn work for as littte ss 
Sl.rtOan hour 

The Carter ndminislration has 
expresnet! itsapproval of the food 
stamp bill, which would be 
carried out under the auspices of 
the Agriculture Department. 

The program would require the 
Agriculture Department to set up 
pi lot projects in each state, the 
District of Columbia and the U.S, 
Lemtoma. The Committee mea- 
su re forecs unemployed ftwd 
stamp redpients who have no 
riependents tn accept any job that 
pays at lenst 8Ö per cent of the 
state or fedoral minimum w age. 

f'uiiure to accept a less-than- 
minimum-wagv job wpuld ros uit 
io the intunodhuc toss of food 
stamp digibilïty 

Those in the pUot project areas 
who are unable (o find a job in 
the private sector with in the 
nllnttcd 30 dsiys would be forced 
to wnrk lor fret- on the Intro I 
g^vernnn-m puyrnLl in order to 
receive ibetr food stamp allot- 
ments/: 


Addressing o press gathering

June15,1864 

With theCfvil War in a crucial 
period t the Norlh wps in desper- 
uto need of man power, Cnnse- 
quently, Congress passé tl a bill 
equaUzing pay, arms, equipe 
ment and medical services to 
Black Union troops on June 15, 
1861. Thirty-two Black infantry 
regiments and two Black cfivalry 
regiments were involved in the 
deeïsive siege of Petersburg and 
Richmond. 

June13,1868 

ün June 13 t 1868, Oscar J. 
Dunn, an cx-sbve, wa» formelly 
in stal led as the Ijeutenant gover- 
nor of Lnuisiann, the highést 
elective office hek! by a Black 
American at that time. Black 
people were later elected lieu- 
tenant governors of Mississippi 
and SmiLh Carolina, 

June18,1941 

President Kooseveit conferred 
with A. PhEIHp Randolph and 
mher Leaders of the Mareh on 
Washington Movemenl on June 
18. 1941* and urged them lo calt 
off the scheduled demonstra' 
tkm, Randolph refused and said 
100,000 Black people would 
mareh on Washington on July 1, 
1941, to protest discrimination 
and segregation in national 
defense programs. Shortly 
thereafter, President Roosevelt 
issued Executive Order 8802 
which Jorbade racial discrimina- 
Ucm in government industries. 
The demon fU ration w p as then 
called off.

Twn Latino men were killed by 
police bulleis on June 4 in 
Dearbom Park where mimy com¬ 
munity residents had ga the red 
for a Puertn liican parade, The 
murders créMcd a spontammus 
rebel! ion. 

A third person was later fnund 
dood trom a fire that consumed a 
building at ödO West Divisien 
Streel. Domingo Tresfaras. 62. 
was found in the rubble of the 
bumedout building where he had 
lived alone in an aparlmeiU. 

Eyewi messes report thal al- 
though firemen claimcd that thoy 
could not get tn the building to 
fïglu the fire becaiise of rocks and 
objects being thmwn ui them. 
that. in fuct, the police lold lhc 
firemen not come onto the Street, 
and the firefighters agreed. 

The scone of the fire was 
notabIe for the many penple on 
the slreets ihmwing buckets of 
water on the burning building in a 
vain attcmpi to put the flames 
out. 

Sisters of the tw r> men who dïöd 
from police bul Iets, Haphael 
Cruz.

(Salisbury. Kbodesial - Free- 
dom fïghters of the Zimbabwe 
Feqple's Army (ZIPA) last week 
blew up Rhodcsiö s main rail line 
jUst twn days after destroying the 
towers Lhat support the power 
lines which curry dcctricity to 
this Capital city.

□rgamsation. iiled what he called an ' Appaa! \q African Heads of State.' This 
iBSimilar tg ihe eighï-page mÉrnorandium gubmitted by Bl-ack icader Malooim 
X. who was al lowed |g altend the Aïrican Summil Conference of the QAU held 
in Cairo, Egypi, in Jgly, 1964, and attended by virteally at! of the Alrican 
leaders al that hme. 

In his appeali, Komboa slated thal he was '‘speahmg on behalf of American 
pohtrcal prisoners and the oppressed Aƒ ro- American people." He condemned 
the UmtccE States governmem for ils rattel vioienceand inlrigu» agaliut the 
Black Liberahon Movemenï. especially the Black Paniher Parly. and pointod 
on! Ihat the prrsonsof the g.S wero filled with a dlsprpportfonate numbar of 
young Black men and women with savagesenlentes, which he saiü was merely 
a retfection oi the faoi thal the Amerrcan cour! System Is being osed as an 
instrument of racial oppression and polibeal reprossion. and the prisons lor 
State slavery 

Ho stated ihat the U,S, prlsona were over 79 per cent Black, even though 
ostensibly Blacks only conshtole 1D lo 12 per cent of the American population. 

Fyrther, he said mal the condillons in American prlsgns are 30 ftetllsh Ihat 
there are frequent revol Is by prisoners, such as at Attica San Quenlin. 
Leavonworih (Kansas] lede ral prison, Alderson (West Virginiai fodoral 
women s prison, Morth Carpllna state women's prison, Mar Ion (Illinois) 
lederat prison. and so many others Ihroughout ths country, wherein many 
pnsooers were kt lied, toriured. beaten. drugged, or olhorwtse depri vod ot 
iheir human fighls These qrotests by prisonors are a direct resuit ot ihelr , 
refuïal to accepl turther Inhyman treatment.

Fmally he polnted oul Ihat Ihe Afro-American peopte were H Trömendous(y 
concerned’' abouï ovents in Afnca. and had supported Sho Afncan überaiion 
movemem Ihrough groups like the African Liberation Support Committee 
twnich raised (housands ol diolfars in donaHons. and in medical equipment, 
gflice supplles, and loodstutfs. and which heid demonsiraUona end rallies of 
hundreds ol thousands of persons in support af Ihe Liberation wars and againsf 
Ihe entry ol the U S imperialists Into the conflict! 

In concfusion. Komboaasked the OALHoadopt e resouKlori condemning ihe 
U.S. governmeni lor iis racist practices against Ihe Afro-American, and its 
potltical repressien of the Black Liberahon Movement fn additfon, he asked 
the African cquntnes lo raise (hese maiters In the Uruled NationS' General

(San Francisi'o, Calif.1 - Angry 
pretester# served notice here last 
week that they ore prepared to 
"sit-in" at Governor Jerry 
Jimwn's office to insure that ho 
approves u aoction of the state 
henkh and welfare budget allo- 
cating $18 miliion for social 
service program» for senior cit i- 
Jicns, the disabled and mentoUy 
retarded. 

Some :m penplc- ottended the 
June io rally and tnorch, held 
outside the State Building here. 
Inslrumental in organixing the 
protest was the 5Ö4 Coaliticn, the 
group which racenth forced the 
Carter admi nisL rat km to sign into 
law the for-reaching Soction 50i 
of the Vncalional Rehobilitatirm 
Act ol 1973 — thereby barring 
discrimination against disabled 
peopie ui all buildings and 
fadlities receiving federal funds.

Nearly 7fK),OflO aged, blind and 
disabled Cidifomians will receive 
ii cosl-üf-livmg mcrease begin- 
ningon July 1 from Su pp lemen lol 
Security Income (SSI) check s. SSI 
paymenLs will be inereased $20 a 
nionlh for aged and disabled 
mdividuuls, $21 for blind per¬ 
sons, and $35 or more for eligible 
couples. 

In addition* Title 20 of the 
Social Socurilv Act. which be- 
came effectivo in Qctober, 1975, 
bas enablcd Califomio countles to 
pro vide recreation, social de- 
velopment and job-training pro- 
jécts for the disabled. mentally 
retarded and senior rftizens. 

The fiscal committees of both

Michigan Breakfast/Lunch Program Under Attock 


iDetroit, Mich.l - A Michigan 
tav. reqtiiring public schools to 
«ïstablish lunch and breakfast 
programs for student» is under 
attack by school boards and 
administrators, 

The law is design ed to pro vide 
lunches la sorae 350,000 student* 
who now uitend schools without 
any type of lunch program. 

Many school distriete are porti- 
cuhirly lipset with n required 


tareakfast program, beginning in 
1978, for schools in whiob 20 
per cent or more of the siudents 
are from low-income families, 

Several bundred thousand stu¬ 
dent» wouid beconie eligible for 
the breakfast». 

Administrators claim the 
schools can't afford to es pand 
lunch programs, and that in rnany 
instances thé school breakfasla 
and lunches nren'tneoded.
